Help Wanted 


According to many outstanding 
Americans, the opinion is strong that 
the United States should not endeav¬ 
or to collect the full war debt from 
Great Britain. Clarence Darrow, 
prominent lawyer says on the subject 
that “England should never have 
taken on herself the payment of war 
debts to the United States. We were 
in the same war and we should help 
to pay for it. England has tackled 
the whole expense of the conflict. She 
fought the world’s battle and her 
i debts should be cancelled." 

In support of this movement, Gen¬ 
eral John F. O’Ryan has stated: “Al¬ 
most all of the senior officers of the 
army feel that we have a narrow 
view of the foreign debt* We enter¬ 
ed the war in partnership with Bri¬ 
tain and France against a common 
enemy, and we were expected to play 
a man’s part. We weren’t ready. 
Fourteen months elapsed (even after 
we entered the war) before we took 
over a section of the line, and in the 
meantime that section was held by 
British and French. They did the 
dying. General 'Pershing, the Ameri¬ 
can commander-in-chief, backs up 
this reasoning with his own state¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Charles M. Schwab, former 
president of the United States Steel 
Corporation, declared months ago 
that, “I am one of the men in Ameri¬ 
ca who openly believed and stated 
that, while we were not able to con¬ 
tribute with manpower in the war, it 
was our duty to contribute money.”

W. R. Bawlf of the Bawlf Grain Co 
Winnipeg, is making a business trip 
to his firm’s offices in Alberta. From 
his observations it will be difficult to 
give an accurate estimate of the 
crops in Saskatchewan Manitoba ar.d 
Alberta for the crops are patchy. 
However, he thought the three prai¬ 
rie provinces will not fall short of 
400,000,000 bushels. Business condi¬ 
tions show an improvement along 
with the improvement in wheat mar¬ 
ket. The low point in the market has 
been passed and the value of the 
Canadian wheat crop stands to in¬ 
crease materially as a result of the 
hot, dry weather in the States and 
the consequent shrinkage estimated 
at 500,000,000 bushels in the Ameri¬ 
can corn crop.

HALF LOAF IS BETTER THAN 
NO BREAD 


Last week at the McIntyre Ranch, 
a group of men struck for more pay. 
The ranch foreman had decided that 
during the slack period he could not 
pay it. The men quit. They are now 
loafing, with winter and forced un¬ 
employment staring them in the face. 
The case is only one of many similar 
instances. Men are refusing $45 a 
month and board preferring to be idle 
than work for such wages. They are 
disregarding the sage advice to work 
while the sun shines. At the rate 
some people are employing their time 
this summer there ^certainly will be 
poverty, and hunger this winter. 

We do not believe it is a case of 
exploitation when those who employ 
labor refuse to pay the usual high 
prices for labor. It is rather a case 
of inability to pay such wages. 

Rye, which is now being harvested, 
if sold today would not pay the har¬ 
vesting expenses alone, and there is 
not much prospect of immediate re¬ 
lief for the farmers. If labor is wise 
it will work “While the Sun Shines’’ 
even if only a guarantee of winter’s 
food and shelter be given. When 
hard times come the - burdens fall 
heavier upon the unprepared—but 
there usually is warning given and 
plenty of time to prepare. The case 
today is one of preferring a half loaf 
rather than no bread.—Cardston Star.

Theodore Knappen, economic writer 
of Wall Street, informs us that there 
were two bank failures every busi¬ 
ness day during 1929 in the U.S., a 
total of 640 in the year. 

Banking conditions are not recov¬ 
ering this year as indicated by the 
fact that in the initial seven weeks of 
1930 there was -an average of four 
bank failures every business day. 

Knappen further tells of 5.610 bank 
failures in the U.S. during the last 
nine years, involving deposits of $1,- 
750,000,000, the funds of 7,264,890 de¬ 
positors and 114,000 shareholders. 

These are cold figures, and tell of 
sorrow in hundreds of homes. All of 
which leads us to remark that we 
have reason to be thankful for Can¬ 
ada’s sound banking system. 


MASSED MUDDLERS 


The .-Canadian Bookman in a dras¬ 
tic article by Marcus Adeney, pierces 
Canadian self-satisfaction. He says 
in part: 

“Canada is not truly a nation of in¬ 
dividuals, arjd hopes never to be one. 
We have still with us certain deeply 
ingrained and illogical hopes, fears 
and prejudices which because they 
are shared, we call National, and 
base a superficial unity upon them. 
Not perceiving that a nation can only 
be glorified in her outstanding indi¬ 
viduals, we cherish a school system 
which deliberately trains to' believe 
and to conform. We do our utmost 
to "prevent” the individual, who must 
be of course a ferment in society. 
The glorification of our country, our 
institutions, our great men, above all 
others, is one sure way of killing 
thought, of ensuring conformity to 
rules. It is also a direct road to in¬ 
ternational conflict, just as the habit 
of being always right, is a sure way 
to marital disaster. Our national 
“virtues” are so exclusive that in an¬ 
other people we would regard them 
as re-actionary and dangerous. 

Moreover we ensure that our child¬ 
ren, when they grow up, shall be ev¬ 
en as we are, by entrusting them un¬ 
der legal pressure, to a complicated 
and expensive system of indoctrina¬ 
tion.

BANANAS FROM THE FAMILY 


Up to a years ago Canada was im¬ 
porting 98 per cent, of the bananas 
consumed in this country from United 
States. They were not grown in that 
country, but were imported by U. S. 
concerns from neighboring countries, 
and Canadians paid tribute to U.S. 
capital on every bunch we consumed. 

Today, thanks to the West Indies 
agreement, the situation is changing. 
West Indies in 1929 supplied 46 per 
cent, of the Canadian banana demand 
onlv 54 per cent, coming from the Un 
•ited States as against 98 per cent, 
the previous year. 

These bananas entered Canada via 
Canadian ports and furnished freight 
for Canadian railway men. It was an 
all-British transaction. In return for 
buying bananas in West Indies, Can¬ 
ada was able to sell more flour, more 
fish and more of other Canadian com¬ 
modities there. 

This is an example of what can be 
done to keep British business within 
the family. It is the sort of business 
which we believe 99 per cent, of Can¬ 
adians desire to foster.—Lethbridge 
Herald.

Arrests Attention of 

Leading Farmers

In order to make sufficiently im¬ 
pressive the overwhelming menace to 
this country of the Sow Thistle,“Dad” 
Fletcher states emphatically: “Add 
together all the losses to the farmer 
from hailstones, drought, frost, from 
Canada thistle, Russian thistle, stink 
weed and mustard, from every other 
conceivable enemy of good crops—■' 
and the loss from the sow thistle 
alone, exceeds the whole combination 
fn seriousness.” *— '• 

This statement, while startling in 
its sweep, is doubtless no more the 
cold fact, coming as it does, from a 
man who has made a conspicuous 
success of farming, and who is alert 
not only to opportunities, but to all 
destroying forces. He sees in the 
spread of the sow thistle, the most 
deadly enemy with which the farmer 
has to contend, an enemy which can, 
in all too short a time, possess his 
land, leaving it nothing but a plague 
spot. 

The old Red River valley of Mani- 
.oba, which in its day was one of the 
downing wheat belts of the West, 
.ell a victim to the sow thistle and in 
many districts today, the farms 
have been abandoned, so far as grain 
growing is concerned, The sow 
.histle has taken possession and it 
will require years of labor to eradi¬ 
cate it. 

Already it has raised its head .iiL 
this district, and should be fought 
.igorously by farmers and by towns^. 


people as the very real enemy which 
it is. 

Now is the time to destroy it, as 
its immense fertility will soon carry 
it far and wide across the fields. 

The most effective method of kil¬ 
ting is to eradicate it with chemical 
weed killer. Failing this, if the weeds 
are cut, the heads should be isolated 
and carefully destroyed. Unfortun¬ 
ately this weed has the greatest af¬ 
finity for heavy or better types of 
soil especially if they are wet. 

While small areas may be treated 
by chemical, careful uprooting or by 
covering with tar papier till smother¬ 
ed, the larger areas are treated by 
starving out the rootstocks, by de¬ 
priving them perpetually of foliage 
using the duckfoot cultivator to 
maintain a black fallow. - 

Above all, the seeds must not be 
allowed to mature, to blow over clean 
fields, and even though it might 
mean the elimination of the crop in a 
badly infested field, the weeds must 
be destroyed before they take posses¬ 
sion. 

The Weed Inspectors should strict¬ 
ly, even ruthlessly, enforce the Nox¬ 
ious Weed Act, especially in its ap¬ 
plication to the sow thistle. 

Along the roadways, and the 
streets, a vigilant outlook should be 
maintained, and it is a charge upon 
all citizens of town and country to 
do their utmost to prevent this worst 
of all troublemakers from gaining 
any greater foothold.
